¢econd daughter of the distinguished anthor a'd
higtorian, late Minleter Plenlpotentiary from the
United Biates of America. The celebration of
the event was appointed 1o take place in the
village church, wkich was decorated for the
occension with evergreens and f{lowers, while
arches similarly ornnwmented were erected from
distauce to distance along the road by which the
bridal party were to pass from the Park of
Frampton to the sacred bullding.

“‘No ‘setting down at the doors’ being possible
to carriages, the successive groups passed
through the ehurchyard in gay attire on foot,
protected by a carpet from the damp soll. Five
bridesmaids in plok silk dresses, with over-

STRANGE BREACH OF PROMISE.

A Glrl of Thirteen Muing n NMan of Thirty-two
~—An Oflicer of the Koynl Navy In Love with n
Child-Eatrapped lute a Neotehh Marrlaxe,
The Cork Southern Reporter has a singular

breach of promise story, involving one of those
mysterious Scotch marriages to which Mr. Col-
lins' last novel has attracted especlal attention,
which we condense as follows: —

Mies Marian Amelia Lloyd has brought a suit
agaipst Jobn Brace, lleuienant in the Royal
Navy, for £2000 damages for breach of promise,
Miss Lloyd is only thirteen years old and Lieu-
tenant Brace is about thirty-two,

In 1857 Lieutenant Bruce, who was then a
midehipman, sailed from Hong Kong to this
country in the game vessel with Major and Mrs,
Lloyd, and during the passage Amolia Lloyd was
born. Nocommpnication ok place belween
the parties uontll January, 1870, when defender
called on the father and mother of pursuver, in
Cork, and thereafter visited the house repeatedly,
lm;lug great attention to pursuer, and asking
jer mother, ou leaving, to allow pursuer to write
to him.

On the Gth of February he wrote and sald: —
“IL was #o very good of darliog Amie to write
tome. You have no idea of the pleasure It gave
me, for I am very fond of her, she is 80 good
and lovely; I almost worship her.” On same
day he wrote to the pursuer herself, addressing
her My own darliog pet Amie," telling her that
he loved her, that she had hardly been from Lis
thoughts since he left ber; that ln his hour of
anxlety at sca she seemed to be his real haven
whereln to rest from toll, expressed a longing
desire to bave her photograph, and concluded
his letter, “Ever yours, most affectionately,”

Mre. Lloyd, on reading-these letters, spoke
seriously to Lieutenant Bruce of the impropriety
of forcing s0 young & heart to love him, and
requested that he would not write to her
daughter any more. He sald that vot writing
would not prevent them loving one another, and
it was to gain pursuer's heart that he visited her
father's and mother's house, Defender and par-
euer were held and repoted by f(rlends and
acqualntances as engnged persons. Aboul the
cn:i of Aopgust, 1870, the fellowing notlee
appeared iu the newspapers: —

“ALBt, Andrew’s Church, on the 13th inst.,
by the Righi Reverfnd the Biahop of Aboerdeen,
John Bruce, Esq., commanding H. M. 8. Jackal,
to Annie Marla, second daaghter of Kev. George
Boyee,"

lss Boyce, when married Ly defender, was
only sixteen or seventeen years of age, and was
organist at the Eplscopal chapel at Wick, Im-
mediately on the marriage ceremony belog
performed, defender left bis wile and proceeded
to a station In Argyllshire, she remalolog be-
hind bim. The followiog i2 the letter in which
the defender nnnounced his marrlugs at Wick
to Mre, Lloyd:—

THE POPE AND HIS HOME LIFE.

A Birthday Ui lebration-Sabmisajon of
King of Mpain.

On the 16th of June the Pope will enter the
twenty-gixth year of his Pontificate, a term
pever reached by Popoe before, and in anticipa-
tion of this event the churches of Rome are
celebrating a solemn triduo for the prolongation
of his life. Letters have been received at the
Vatican (says a correspondent of the Pall Mall
Garette) from every part of the world announc-
jng that the day will be marked by a demonstra-
tion in favor of the Lcmsmrnt power, and that
large sums are belng collected for presentation
to the Holy Father on the oceasion. Deputa-
tions will arrive in Rome from ail the couutries
of Europe, bearing the substantial gilts and
the congratulations of the faithful. The Pope
seeme now to have no doubt that be will reach
the term, and thus exceed the reign of Bt.
Peter. He has Iately glven numerous audi-
ences,

A few weeks ago he received elghty-five of
the children of the Roman nobility, (o whom
bhe addreseed there words: —'"The wise magl, re-
gardless of the obstacles in the way and the
cruel privations they must endure, left their dis-
tant countries to pay their homage to the Mes-
sinh at Bethlehem, and you bring your gifis to
me, His viear on earth. But you may, without
undergoing npy hardshipe, vigit in your churches
the Meeslah blmeelf, and it will be very be-
coming in you to basten to Him and offer your
prayers for the pence and triumph of the
Uburch.” Still more recently, the Pope received
the children of the principal merchoants and
shopkeepers, numbering one hondred and
twenty. Two little girls, who headed the com-
rnny. recited some verses in honor of the Holy
father, and were rewarded by his approval.
His loliness then said:—"This is the gecond
time that I Gud myself surrounded by innocents,
whoie presence moves and consoles me. They
with to approach the S8aviour of Calvary, who
sald, ‘Suffer little ehildren to c¢ome noto me.’
Apd He will welcome and save you if you bring
with you the Christian virtues, particularly that
one which in you Is most important, subinission
and obedience te your parents.”

The Pope bas grown weary of his long con-
finement and his abstention from his sacerdotal
duties, and will take advantage of the first fine
wenther to make an excursion from the Vatican,
provided the Itallan authorities engage to pro-
teet bim from insult. He wili also ofliciate in
the ceremonies of the Holy Week and Easter;
butl these Imposing services are to be solemo-
Ized, not in 81, Peter's, butin the Sistine Chapel,
and the congregation is to be restricted to
foreigners and a few [talian legitimists, ad-
mitted by tickets,

The Holy Father has recelved a sabmissive
letter from King Amadceus, soliciting the pontifi-
cnl blessing on his dynasty, and has returned an
affectionate ansawer, expressing satisfaction al
the King's election to the Spanish throne, ex-
borting him to merit the title of Catholic King,
and to mainlain the Catholie traditions always

held till the present geveration by the
house of Bavoy. He concloded by be-
stowing the Aposiolic benediction on the
King and his =onsort, on his dynasty,

and on the BSpavish nation. On the ocea-
glon of the new yeur, the Holy Father received
a Jetter from the Emperor Napoleon, who, with
big congratulations, expressed his dieap{)rom!
of the violation of the Beptember convention by
Italy and the seizure of Rome. In Florence,
however, It Is atlirmed that a letter from the
Emperor to the King of ltaly congratulates him
on having accomplished this consolidavion of his
kingdom.

struggle into which Germany was forced will
soon be finished, it can as yet only be con-

THE ARMINTIUVE TERMS,

Text of the Armiatice Uonvention Hetween His-
murek and Favre.
BenruiN, Feh, &.—~The following is thoe text of the
conveution between Bismarck and Favre:—
THE CONVENTION,
I, Otto von Bismarck, Chancellor, in the name of
his Majesty the Emperar of Germany, and
1, Gabriel Claude Joles Favre, Minister of Forelgn
Affairs for the Government of Natonal Defense of
¥France, having been farnighed with the regular
powers, do dJdetermine toe] followlog arraoge-
ments:—

A GENERAL ARMISTICR,

Article 1. A general armistice over all the lines of
military operatlons in course of execution by the
werman @nd French armies shall begin this very
day 1o and around Paris, and shall begin in the de-
partients w fthin a term of three days, the dural lon
of the armistice to be twenty-one days, dating from
to.day, and, excepting it Le renewed, terminable
everywhere on the 19th day of Fehrauary at noon.

LINES OF DEMARCATION,

The belligerent armies shall preserve thelr respec-
tive positions, which shall be separated by a llne of
demarcation. This llne shall commonce as Pon-
tuirzue on the coast of the Department of Calvados,
and shall be coutinued vpon Luguerres (Lignleres
Ian Doucelle?), northeast of the Department of
Mayence, passing between Brion and Fromon-
tel, twuching the Department of Mayence at
Luquerres, whenoe |t shall follow the limits
which separnte that department from the Depart-
ments of Orne and Sarthie to the north of Monaunes,
when itshall be continued lo such & way as to leave
Ihe GErmans in oecupation of the Departments of
Sarthe, Indre-et-Lolre, Lolre-et-Cher, and Youne
@& lar a8 the polut where the Departments of Cote
d'Or, Nievre, and Yonne touch each other,

Setting out from this point, the tracing of the line
shall be rescrved for an understanding wulch shinll
take place a8 800N a8 the contracting parties are in-
formed on the actual situation of the military opera-
tions which are being executed in the aepartments
of Cote d'Or, Doubs, and Jura v

In any case the lipe will pass throngh the territory
comprised of these departments, leaving the Gor-
mans o occupation of those departments situated
porth and the Frepeh army o occupution of those
departments sltoated gonth of this territory.

In the departments of the north of France—-Nord
and Vas d3 Calws, inclading the fortresses of Giver
und Laugres —each army has the right of maintaio.
fug Its autbority in the teriitory which 16 oconplus,
cach employing such means as its comuanders may
Judge necessary to attaln this end,

THE NAVAL FORCSS,

The armistice applies »qually to the nava! forces
of the two countries, Adopting the meridian of
Lunkirk as the lae of d=marcation, to the wess of
which the Frenen neet shall remsio, and east of
which, a8 soon us they can be warned, the (Ger-

map  ships-of-war  shall retire to w distance
of ten kllometres from sach tercitory as
may surround them ; and the penin-

gula of Havre as far as a line drawn from Eloretat
to the direction of 8t, Germaln shall remain entaide
the limits of the German occupation, The belligs-
rent armies ana their adyanced posts will remain at
o distunce of gt least ten kilometres from the lines
drawn, The separate position of each of the two
armies will he reserved to jtself.

In western waters Lhe captares which may be
made alter the vovolusion and before the notifica
ton of the armistice shull be restored, a8 well as
the prisoners taken,

AN EXCRITION,

Duripg the interval indicated, military operations
in the territory co aprised of the departments of
Doubs, Jurs, and Cote 4'0Or, as well as tha slege of
Beltort, will continue independent of the armistioe
uutll an agresment ip arrived at regurding the llne
of demarcation, the tracing of which shrongh the
three departments mentoned is reserved for ulterlor
understandiug,

CONVOCATION OF THE ASFEMELY.

Article 2. 1 he araistice thus agreed upon has for
its object 1o permit the Government of National De-
fence of France o convoke an Assembly, freely
vlected, which will pronoupnce on the guestion
whether the war shall be continned or what terms
of peace shall be made. The Assembly will meat ut
BordeanXx, and every facility will be given by the
commanders of the German armies for the election
and mecting of the Depulles who compose the As-
sewbly,

EURRENDER OF TIE PARIE FORTR

Article 8. There shall be immediately snrrenderad
to the German Army, by the French muitary autho-
rities, nll the forts forming the perimeter exterior
defenses of Paris, as we'l as thelr material of war,
and the communes and houses siluated outdlde of
that perimeter, of between the forts, as may be
occupled by the German troops as far as s line
drawn by military commissioners. _

The ground between this line and the fortified

THE NATIONAL AND MUNICIFAL GUARDA,

Article 7. The National Guard will retain thelr
arme, and will be charged with the protection of
Paris and the maiptaining of order. Phe same wlil
be the case with the gendarmes and the assimi-
lated tronps cmployed In the muaniclpal service
such a8 the Repatlliean Goard, the Donanleres and
Ponpleres, the whole nusnber in thia category not
excreding MR men.

A WAR CONTRIBUTION,

enntribution of war amouuting to two hundred mil-
ltons of francs, The payment must be eifeoted before
the Ofieenth day of the armiatice, the mode of pay-
went 1o be determined by a wixed German and
French commission

A PRECAUTION.

Article 12, Daring the armistice nothiog shall be
taken away of public onjecta of value which may
ferve s o pledge for the recovery of war contriba-
tions.

KO ARME O MUNITIONS TO ENTER FARIS,

Artiele 15, Transport into Paris of arma and mn-
pittons and of artcles entering Into the category of
their manufacture is forbidden during the term of
the armistice,

EXCHANGE OF PRIBONERA,

Article 14, Tmmediate steps shall be taken for the
exchauge of all prisoners of war made by the
French army sinea the commencement of the war,
For this end the French authorities will hand, as
promptiy ag possible, a nomioal st of German
prisoners of war to the German military authoriiles
at Amleps, Le Mans, Orleens, and Vesour, The
Iberation of prisoners of war will be effected at
points nearest to the frontler, and the German
aothorities will deliver and exchaonge at the same
points, in the brisfest possible time, llke nombers
of French prisoners of war of corresponding grades
to the French military gnthorities, The exchange
will extend to civil prisoners, such as captaing of
ghips of the German merchant pavy and civilian
Freuch prisoners retained (o Grermany.

A POSTAL SERVICN.

Article 15, A postal service, all letters to be un-
sealed, will be organized between Iaris and the
French departments, through the medium of the
beadguarters at Versailles,

SIONED AND SEALED,

In the falth of which the undersigned have ap-
pended to the present convention thelr signatures,

Sealed and done at Versallles on the 251h day of
